Thirteen to the Dozen was repeated here on Saturday evening.— 
It is a translation from the French—the original we recollect to have 
seen at the French Theatre in Tottenham Street: it is a very lively 
little piece, entitled “ Le Conspirateur sans le Savoir,’ and this, by 
the way, would have been a more appropriate title for the English 
Farce than its present one; much of the spirit of the original has 
evaporated in the translation ; indeed, but for the talent engaged in 
the representation, we think the Farce would have failed, as it is, we 
cannot anticipate for it a long run—The plot is shortly this :—Knip- 
per Clipper, (Liston) a tailor, recéives materials to make twelve cloaks 
for the like number of conspirators, against the life of a certain Ger- 
man Count, out of these he contrives by some mode, we believe well 
known to gentlemen of the profession, and by them termed cabbaging, 
to produce thirteen, and by wearing the odd cloak is mistaken by the 
conspirators for one of their party, and obtains by this means pos- 
session of their plan in writing, though quite innocent of any know- 
lege of theirdesigns. The plot is discovered by means of this paper 
being accidentally placed by Kuipper Clipper in the pocket of a coat 
he has made for the Count. who imagines the tailor has taken this 
adroit method of informing him of his danger ; consequently, he sends 
to reward Knipper Clipper, at the moment when he is about to be 
hurried off to suffer death as one of the conspirators. There is an 
under-plot, not very intelligible—the loves of Knipper Clipper and 
Bridget, (Mrs. Humby) an artless, innocent mantua-maker, a cha- 
racter certainly not particularly common. Mr. John Reeve, too, has 
adragoon, named Maurice Holster, to represent, merely, we believe, 
to talk broken English, and that, his name should appear in the bills ; 
he did all he could for the author, but no talent could render this cha 
racter amusing ; it wae fine talent thrown away. Miss P. Glover con- 
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tributed, both by her acting and singing, to the succcss of the piece. 
Mr. Williams, like Mr. Reeve, had a part with which he could do 
nothing. Of Liston’s acting, we can only say that he did all that 
could be done, but there were few opportunities for him to make hits, 
and we think Knipper Clipper a character that will not long be a fa- 
vorite with either himself or the public. The music, by Mr. Perry, 
has not-much character, and the poetry of the songs is quite below 
mediocrity. It is but justice to Mrs. Humby, to state, that next to 
Liston, she was the main cause of the success of the picce; she de- 
picted the artless Bridget very ivterestingly. Sheridan’s Comedy of 
The Rivals followed, generally well played, and, as far as Liston, 
W. Farren, and Mrs. Glover, were concerned, nothing was left to de- 
sire. We had imagined, when sceing Mrs. Davenport, that there 
could be but one Mrs. Malaprop, but Mrs. G'over, on Saturday even- 
ing, convirced us of our error.—The house was crowded.
